20 reasonable and proper speed limit at the intersection or other
21 part of the secondary road. The speed limits as determined by
22 the board of supervisors shall be effective when appropriate
23 signs giving notice of the speed limits are erected by the
24 board of supervisors at the intersection or other place or
25 part of the highway.
26 EXPLANATION
27 This bill increases the speed limit from 55 to 60 miles per
28 hour on primarx highways other than certain divided,
29 multilaned highways with a speed limit of 65 miles per hour
30 and interstates, which have a speed limit of 70 miles per
31 hour. The state department of transportation retains the
32 authority to lower the Sﬁeed limit on any part of the primary
33 road system. Current scheduled fines for speeding violations
34 in speed zones greater than 55 miles per hour under Code
35 ?ectlon 805.8A are applicable to violations of the new speed

1 limit.
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
